(Continued from First Page.) 
Sa lem should be the first to witness 
the results of their experiments and 
Sa turda y 
and Sunday afternoons

tion between the hours of 1 and 4 30

Those familiar with the working of 
the a verage steam engine, know that 
the 
common 
type of engine 
is ex­ 
tremely wasteful of energy of fuel and 
if all waste could be eliminated about 
one-fifth of a pound of coal would pro­ 
duce a horse-power hour. 
Instead, 
the usual moderate sized s. earn plant 
consumes four to six pounds to do the 
work, of which fully HO per cent 
is 
lost up the stack and through radia­ 
tion from boiler setting and piping. 
Another 45 per cent 
goes 
out 
the 
exha ust pipe leaving barely 5 percent 
lo he converted into actual work. 
In 
the now engine, much of this waste 
has been eliminated, thus greatly cut­ 
ting down the operating 
expense. On 
an a verage but nine pounds of steam 
are sufficient to produce a horse-power 
hour with an expenditure 
of but 
a 
trifle more than a pound of coal with 
the new I/ocomobile

engine economical, but it
